: The civic receptions and the ofll' 
clal dignity, the potteries and the 
factory workers, the bombed-out 
ruins, the villages, the gently-roll- 
ing countryside ... were all a 
part of the past. 

The summer was over^but ^fir 
from forgotten., , 

vivid recollections of the British 
people with .. their "overwhelming 
spirit ot endurance and forebear- 
ance" and of tlie sparkling person- 
alities of fifty young Canadian 
girls, remained fresh In the mind 
ot Dr. Muriel v. Roscoe, Dean of 
Women and Warden ot the Royal 
Victoria College, women's residence 
ot the university, when Interviewed 
by . The Daily, at her office In 
R.V.C. last week. 

Dr. Ro!coe had been in charge of 
the group of fifty girls, 16 to 17 
years ot age, from air across Can 
ada— "from Newfoundland to the 
Yukon"— who toured England, Scot 
land and Wales tor six weeks this 
summer as the giicsts of Garfield 
Weston, Canadian-born industrial- 

"It was one ot the most inter- 
esting experiments in education 
that , I have ever witnessed," Dr. 
Roscoe told The Daily. 

"During the tour the main em- 
phasis had been placed on meeting 
the people, seeing their factories 
and their homes, and thus learning 
what Britain and the British are 
really like," she said. 

Industrial areas had been visited 
and at textile plants,- bakeries and 
potteries the^ had 'seen working 
condltloni and talked laiid lunched 
with British working girls of the'r 
own age. Homes and churches were 
v^siied' throughout Britain. 
Bueklnfliam ' Palace Reception 
On arrival in the British lslc:s 
the group was received at Buck 
Ing hami|.Pàlace by Her. Majesty 
Queen- Ëiiaiilèth. "Very charming 
and gracious" were Dr. Roscoc's 
words describing the Queen. "She 
talked, with most of the glrU and 
said that such 'cxchange^tours, 
would make for underifltfl(j rogV and 
'ere Just what the CommonwealUl:

"Coventry was something that no 
one would- ever forget," Dr. Roscoe 
said, adding |hat one ot .their, most 
moving experiences had been the 
dsy spent there. "We think of it 
as an example o{ the spirit of the 
British people."
